Advantages ADVANTAGES ACHIEVED BY INVENTION The idea would 



enhance the use of smart cards when players use smart cards to

Also the use of 
finger print scanners enclosed within the play buttons on a ^ 
gaming machine. (i.e cashout.max bet, hold buttons) whan the 
smart card is inserted and the patron pushes a button the 
scanner In the button scans the finger and compares that Image 
with the one stored in the smart card to determine if the player 
matchs the smart card. The finger print images scanned may bs 
recorded and kept for legal comparison at a later time. 
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
